REMARKS

following remarks . 

The i^plicant acknowledges with appreciation the indication 
in the Office Action that claim 2 is directed to allowable 
subject iotiatter. An allowable feature of claim 2 has been 
integrated into claim 1. Therefore, allowance of claim 1 and all 
cladLms dependent therefrom is deemed to be warranted. . 

Claims 3-15, 17, 21, and 22 stand withdrawn from 
consideration as directed to non-allowable subject matter. 
However, as each of these claims depends directly or indirectly 
from allowable claim 1, they are deemed also to be in allowable 
condition . 

Claim 2 has been canceled. Withdrawn claims 3 and 4 have 
been amended to depend from claim 1, rather than canceled claim 
2. 

Claim 1 has been further amended such that all elements are 
in non -means -plus -function format.
